WASHINGTON (AP) — Early Senate 
hearings are in prospect on legislation 
urged by President Nixon to restore the 
death penalty for certain crim es and to 
provide for mandatory prison sen­ 
tences for traffickers in heroin. 
The proposals will be taken up by a 
Senate 
Ju d iciary 
subcom m ittee 
working on an overhaul of the federal 
criminal code. 
The subcommittee chairm an, John 
L. McClellan, I)-Ark, and the ranking 
minority m ember, Roman L. Hruska, 
R-Neb., are supporting the President’s 
recommendations. 


The subcommittee had scheduled 
hearings starting March 6. However, 
they w ere tem porarily postponed 
because of the full Judiciary Com­ 
m ittee’s hearings on L. Patrick Gray’s 
nomination to be director of the FBI. 
McClellan said he plans to reschedule 
them as early as possible. 
A bill providing for a broad revision 
of the criminal laws, introduced early 
in January by McClellan and Hruska, 
included a limited restoration of the 
death 
penalty 
and 
som e 
other 
proposals sim ilar to Nixon’s. 
The President said capital punish­ 
ment “can be a valuable deterrent’’ to 
crime, although he did not contend it 
would be a panacea. 


It was the worst 
terrorist attack 
reported in the 47-day-old cease-fire. 
The South V ietnam ese m ilitary 
command said 17 persons were killed 
and 88 were wounded, but the deputy 
police chief of the province said there 
were 20 dead and 82 wounded. 
Most of the victims were Cam­ 
bodians native to the region, according 
to Lt. Col. Le Trung Hien, the chief 
spokesman for the Saigon command. 
Both Hien and the deputy police chief 
blamed the attack on Communist 
terrorists. 
Hien said several grenades were 
thrown into the Soai Kiem Pagoda in 
Tra Cu, a district town in Vinh Binh 
province 80 miles south of Saigon. But 
the deputy police chief said the attack 
may have been made with rockets fired 
from outside the town. 
No arrests were made. 
Hien said he had no information on 
the likely motive for the attack but 
added, without explanation, that the 
police and the militia had anticipated 
trouble. Police forces have been 
present around Buddhist pagodas in 
Vinh Binh since a series of clashes 
there in 
1971 
between 
Cambodian 
monks and government authorities 
over the rights of the Cambodian mi­ 
nority. 
Vinh Binh is in an area of the delta 
that once was part of Cambodia and a 
large part of the population is of 
Cambodian descent. There has always 
been enmity or tension between the 
Cambodians and the Vietnamese. 
Saigon authorities said a field team 
of the International Commission of 
Control and Supervision flew to Tra Cu 
to investigate. The South Vietnamese 
delegation to the Joint M ilitary 
Commission also lodged a protest with 
that peacekeeping organization. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The Ohio 
House has voted to authorize use of 
multi-year auto license plates in a 
heated floor session at which majority 
Democrats were accused 
of 
“ en­ 
dorsing’’ political kickbacks. 
The charge came Wednesday from 
Rep. Charles E. Fry, R-75 Springfield, 
who offered an ill-fated amendment 
which would have outlawed a practice 
of deputy registrars making political 
contributions in return for their ap­ 
pointments. 
He said the refusal of Democrats to 
accept his amendment amounted to 
“an endorsement’’ of such kickbacks 
which he said “smack of political bos­ 
sism .’’ F ry’s amendment was ruled out 
of order by Speaker A.G. Lancione, D- 
99 Bellaire, who said it was “ not ger­ 
m ane’’ to the subject being discussed. 
Lancione said he had been “ very 
liberal in allowing the member to at­ 
tack the chair,” but conceded Fry had 
a right to protest. “But th at’s the only 
right he had,” Lancione added. 
Lancione’s ruling was upheld by a 54- 
34 party line vote. 
The debate came on a bill by Rep. 
Jam es P. Celebrezze, D-4 Cleveland, 
which would authorize the Bureau of 
Motor Vehicles, beginning in 1975, to is­ 
sue license plates good for an indefinite 
number of years, provided they are 
updated each year with validation 
stickers which would sell for the same 
price as the steel tags. 


The m easure further provides that 
the Motor Vehicles Advisory Com­ 
mission, created by the governor two 
years ago, be made a statutory agency 
to include six members of the legis­ 
lature 
and 
14 
appointed 
by 
the 
governor. It also sets up a staggered 
registration period for buying the 
plates and after that the stickers. 
Renewals would come due in the 
months of March, April and May. 


Celebrezze said testimony heard on 
the bill in committee indicated the 
license plates probably could be used 
for four or five years before being re­ 
placed. Under the m easu re, the 
director of highway safety would be 
authorized to set the number of years. 
The House voted down an amendment 
which would have made it four years. 


O hio peach trees in bloom ; 
could be ruined by cold 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Unusually 
warm tem peratures this month are 
causing Ohio’s peach trees to bloom 
early, and growers are fearful that the 
crop will be destroyed if the mercury 
should plunge. 
“ I hate to be pessimistic, but I 
wouldn’t give a plugged nickel for the 
chances of a good peach crop,’’ said 
John Richards of Richards Brothers 
Fruit Farm in eastern Jackson County. 
Ohio grows between $1 million and 
$1.5 million in peaches most years. 
If the tem perature drops to 28 or 27 
degrees in the next few' weeks, the crop 
would suffer heavy dam age, or 
perhaps would be destroyed, according 
to Jack Rollins, chief of horticulture at 
Ohio State University. 
“This is the earliest season on record 
for bud development,” Rollins said. 
“ We’re about a month ahead.” 
Apple trees also are showing that 
quarter-inch of green leaves about 30 
days ahead of the fragile bloom, but 
they could take tem peratures down to 
the low 20s and still turn out a fair crop, 
Rollins said. 
Commercially, apples represent $10 
million to $12 million in Ohio. 
C herries, which face the sam e 
dangers as peaches, aren ’t a com­ 
mercial factor in Ohio. 
“We 
got 
out 
of 
cherries com­ 


mercially because of the harvest dif­ 
ficulties,” Rollins said. 
M ajor 
grow ers 
can 
afford 
mechanical pickers. Lesser growers 
can’t and hand-picking is nearly an 
economic impossibility.

— Two U.S. military pilots, the last 
Americans held prisoner in Communist 
China, arrived at Clark Air Base today 
and joined 108 other POWS awaiting 
flights home.

Air Force Maj. Philip E. Smith, 38, of 
Roodhouse, 111., and Lt. Cmdr. Robert 
J. Flynn, 35, of Colorado Springs, Colo., 
were flown from Hong Kong where 
they crossed the British - Chinese 
border several hours earlier. 
Both were shot down while flying in 
the Vietnam War— Smith on Sept. 20, 
1965, when he strayed over China’s 
Hainan Island, and Flynn on Aug. 21, 
1967, when a North Vietnamese MIG 
attacked him near the Chinese border.

Vietnam 
released 
107 


American fliers and one civilian on 
Wednesday, and the Viet Cong are to 
turn over 27 military men and five 
civilians Friday in Hanoi. 
That will leave 146 American POWS 
still in Communist hands, including 
seven servicemen and two civilians in 
Laos. All are to be freed by March 28, 
the deadline set by the Vietnam cease­ 
fire agreement. 
Flynn and Smith entered Hong Kong 
over the covered bridge spanning the 
Shum Chun border river after Red 
Cross representative Eugene Guy met 
them on the Chinese side and signed a 
receipt for them. Both were smiling 
broadly, and Flynn was smoking a 
cigar Guy gave him. 
A helicopter took the pilots to a Royal 
Air Force field where a U.S. hospital 


plane was waiting for them. Waiting 
there also was Smith’s brother, J.H. 
Smith, a Hong Kong import-export 
executive 
The two brothers had not seen each 
other in nearly eight years. When the 
flier saw his brother, he laughed 
joyously and reached out his arm s to 
him, then started to cry as his brother 
enveloped him in a bear hug. 
Flynn told U.S. officials that several 
days before they left Peking, the 
Chinese took them on a shopping ex­ 
pedition and they bought a variety of 
gifts for friends and relatives. The 
purchases were in IO packages that 
were loaded aboard the plane. Smith, 
when asked what was in them, said,

Another Indian lead er, Russell 
Means, said the need for medicine, 
including insulin for diabetics, was 
“critical.” 
But. Banks said, “The blizzard and 
the conditions it’s causing make us 
more determined to fight it out. We’re 
used to this. That’s why we think we’ll 
win.”

and medical supplies to the encamped

Banks and Means said no supplies 
reached the village Wednesday, and 
charged that the government officials 
had held up the deliveries.

Some senators say Gray cooperated 
too closely with the White House in last 
year’s W atergate investigation and 
showed partisan sh ip in the 1972 
campaign. They contend this could 
compromise the FBI’s independence 
and make it into a political arm of the 
administration. 
To others, however, the Gray debate 
has become one more symbol in the 
increasingly bitter fight over con­ 
stitutional authority betw een the 
Republican 
P resid en t 
and 
the 
Democratic Congress. 
Thus, Gray has become a target, and 
could prove to be the first victim of the 


anger and frustration of Democrats 
seeking to re a sse rt congressional 
authority and halt Nixon’s unilateral 
moves lo cut spending for antipoverty, 
rural-aid 
and 
other 
dom estic 
programs. 


Chances are increasing that the 
Senate will refuse to confirm the 
nomination of Gray. 
Sen. Robert C. Byrd, D - W. Va., the 
Senate’s assistant Democratic leader, 
has been one of the most outspoken 
critics of the President’s impoundment 
of appropriated domestic lunds. He has 
emerged also as leader of the effort to 
delay or deny Gray’s confirmation. 
The feeling that the issue in the Gray 
case is really senatorial powers has 
been strengthened by Nixon’s refusal 
to permit public testimony before the 
Senate Judiciary Committee by White 
House Counsel John W. Dean III. 
Nixon contends that for a president to 
allow his official lawyer to testify 
before Congress would breach the con­ 


stitutional separation of executive and 
legislative powers. The idea is known 
as executive privilege. 
“ If the President is going to invoke 
the doctrine oi executive privilege in 
such a questionable area as this and 
by so doing, close the door on in­ 
formation needed by the Senate the 
Senate ought to refuse to give its 
consent to the nomination,” Byrd 
declared after 
W ednesday’s 
an ­ 
nouncement that Dean would respond 
only to selected written questions. 
With Gray scheduled to return for 
m ore testim ony next Tuesday, a 
showdown in the Judiciary Committee 
may be delayed for more than a week. 
It could take the form of a move to 
report the nomination to the floor, to 
delay it until after the Senate’s own, 
year long W atergate probe takes place, 
or to subpoena Dean, who conuucted 
Nixon’s investigation into the bugging 
of Democratic headquarters. 
With each passing day, however, the 


nomination becomes more entwined 
with the basic battle between the 
Congress and the President. 
And the 
political overtones 
are 
magnified by the fact that future 
presidents will be able to appoint new 
FBI directors, a sharp change from the 
past that saw one man, J. Edgar 
Hoover, hold the post for nearly 50 
years until his death in 1972. 
Presidential aides have been firm in 
repeated declarations that, regardless 
of what Congress does, Nixon can go 
ahead with his plans to revamp the

The Gray controversy, 
however, 
indicates Congress may have other 
ways to counter presidential powers 
besides mandating spending and over­ 
riding vetoes.

Testimony 
ties Boyle, 
death fund 


E R IE , Pa. (A P) — The prosecution 
in a trial stemming from the Yablonski 
murders is seeking to show that the 
persons who carriwl out the killings 
went straight to deposed United Mine 
workers President W.A. “ Tony” Boyle 
for the payoff money. 
Evidence introduced by the govern­ 
ment Wednesday at the trial of William 
J. Prater, 53, a former UMW’ organizer 
from LaFollette, Tenn., charged with 
murder in the case, included two let­ 
ters sent to Boyle from Albert Pass. 
Pass, once secretary-treasurer of the 
union’s District 19 who is awaiting trail 
in the slayings, requested a total of 
$20,000 to defray the costs of supposed 
union organizing efforts. 


However, the government contends 
the money went to pay the three hired 
gunmen in the 1969 killings of Boyle’s 
union archrival, Joseph A. Yablonski 
and Yablonski’s wife and daughter. 


The prosecution further alleges that 
the $20,000 was funneled into a so-called 
“ Research and Information Fund,” 
then dispursed in small checks to 
pensioned UMW members who cashed 
them and kicked the money back to 
Pass and Prater. 


Edith Roark of Middlesboro, the 
District 19 bookkeeper since 1948, and 
Howard H. Channel, the UM W comp­ 
troller, each testified Wednesday that 
they had never before seen a request 
for funds sent directly to Boyle. 


Such letters customarily had been 
sent to John Owens, then secretary- 
treasurer of the union. 


The Yablonskis were shot to death as 
they slept in their home in the south­ 
western 
Pennsylvania 
town 
of 
Clarksville on Dec. 31, 1969. less than 
three weeks after the UMW insurgent 
had lost a bitter election battle for the 
union’s presidency to Boyle, then the 
incumbent. 


Boyle, who has steadfastly denied 
any link with the killings, is scheduled 
to appear as a defense witness at the 
request of Prater’s attorney, David 
Rothman.

Probe of pesticide control 


The bold front put up by California 
authorities when contamination of 
lettuce by a pesticide called Monitor 
4 first came to light has crumbled 
under later developments. The 
federal Environmental Protection 
Agency’s ban on ase of this pesticide 
wi lettuce is the latest and most 
conclusive evidence that state of­ 
ficials 
had 
sought 
to 
unduly 
minimize the seriousness of the 
situation 
Their concern lest California 
lettuce be given a bad name across 
the nation is doubtless natural. This 
attitude should long since have given 
way, however, to the far more im­ 


portant concern that lettuce con­ 
taining excessive residues of this 
pesticide be held off the market or 
called back. 
The E P A ’s action demonstrates 


that this federal agency is not 
satisfied with what has been done 
thus far. On the basis of tests the 


EPA concludes that “ it would be 
impossible 
to 
guarantee 
that 
tolerances would be met” were 
continued use of the pesticide on 
lettuce permitted. The agency also 


imposed tougher regulations as to 
broccoli, requiring that henceforth 
growers must wait 21 rather than 14 


days 
before 
harvesting 
this 
vegetable after Monitor 4 ap­ 
plication. 


The situation seems to be in hand 
now as these orders take effect. The 
basic problem remains. 
As the

present 
svstem of assuring that pesticide- 


contaminated vegetables are not 
sold to consumers is inadequate. 
That conclusion must be drawn 
from the fact that, according to the 
Food and

tolerance level, in one instance - 
were found on 10,000 cases of lettuce 
distributed nationwide, 
Cesar Chavez, head of the United 
Farm Workers, first brought the 
affair to national attention and now 
is calling for an investigation which 
would cover not merely the use of 
Monitor 4 but the efficacy of state 
and federal regulatory' programs. 
Sen. Alan Cranston of California has 
joined Chavez in this. Such an in­ 
vestigation ought to be conducted 
with regard to regulatory practices 
not only in California but throughout 
the country

Federal Government for leadership of 
a patronizing attitude toward state and 
local governments. We are apparently 
just a bunch of eliti st snobs who fail to 
appreciate the virtue incarnate in the 
city councils, state legislatures, town 
meetings, and other units of non­ 
federal jurisdiction. 
He is absolutely right on one ac­ 
count : we profoundly distrust state and 
local governments, but not because we 
are patronizing snobs. On the contrary, 
we are political realists and. I submit, 
the majority of the American people 
shares our skepticism. It is good dirty 
fun for Mr. Nixon to riducule Federal 
bureaucrats peering over their pencils 
(and I might add that winning the 
election conferred on the President the 
right to give liberals the leather; 
politics is a body-contact sport), but on 
the practical level is he prepared to 
argue that state and local bureau­ 
cracies are more honest, more 
dedicated, more talented at peering 
over pencils than their Federal 
counterpart? He knows as well as I do 
that in most states civil service is a 
joke. 
To say this is not to deny that the 
Federal bureaucracy has its failings. It 
is cumbersome, oversized, and often 
underworked. (There is what I call the 
Aid to Dependent Colonels welfare 
program at the Pentagon which could 
provide some fat for Secretary 
Richardson’s budgetary surgeons.) 
But by and large Federal bureaucrats 
do not STEA L. A cynical friend once 
suggested that this virtue is founded on 
lack of imagination, but there it is. In 
contrast, has anyone been keeping 
track of grand jury activities in New 
Jersey? 
Sim ilarly, if political virtue resides 
at the bottom of the pyramid, why does 
every talented politician make tracks 
for Washington? To this Mr. Nixon can 


reply that the habits of a lifetime can 
be changed, but to take one example — 
nobody should hold his breath waiting 
for Elliott Richardson to come home 
and run for Mayor of Boston. 


FIN A LLY , just take the average 
American’s sense of governmental 
priorities. Do a poll; ask him (or her) 
to name I) his city councilman; 2) his 
state representative; 
)3 his state 
senator; 4) his U. S. Congressman; and 
5) his U. S. Senators. I won’t waste 
space predicting the results, except to 
note that in terms of “ participatory 
democracy” far more Americans cast 
their votes in national elections than in 
state and local when the latter are held 
in off years. And when national and 
state officials are on the same ballot, 
there is generally a remarkable fall-off 
from the top of the ticket — President, 
Senator, Representative — to the state 
and local contests below. 


In short, the most representative 
government in the United States is the 
national government. 
This 
is not 
liberal whimsy, but based on hard 
electoral data. Beyond that and this is 
speculation with a liberal bias — I 
submit the national government is 
probably the most honest and efficient 
government in the nation. If this is 
patronizing elitism, make the most of 
it.

This deal occurred in a match bet­ 
ween Great Britain and France during 
the European championship. South 
was the British star, Harold Franklin. 
West cashed the A K of clubs and 
shifted to a low diamond. East won 
with the ace and returned a diamond to 
declarer’s king. 
Franklin then led a low spade to the

queen, 
East taking the king and 
playing a third diamond. South won 
and didn’t bother to take the heart 
finesse. He led the ace, caught the king, 
and so made three scintillating hearts. 
Franklin reasoned that East would 
have bid two notrump, not three clubs, 
had he held the king of hearts as well as 
the ace of diamonds and king of spades. 
Since it followed from this that West 
had the king, no good could come from 
a heart finesse — and the only hope 
therefore was that West’s king was 
unguarded. 
As the result indicated, Franklin 
couldn’t have been more right. East, 
however, pinned the blame on his 
partner for allowing South to make the 
hand. 
When the spade was led by declarer, 
West had played the six. East con­ 
tended that, had West played the nine 
— starting a high-low to show a 
doubleton — he would have permitted 
the queen to win the trick. 
Declarer would then no doubt have 
assumed that West had the king, and 
might thus have concluded that East 
had the king of hearts. In that case 
South would presumably have taken a 
heart finesse, lost to the king, and later 
lost a spade trick to go down one. 
All of which may be somehwat 
metaphysical — though we do think 
East’s argument was sound. The hand

C ortisone Is Sa fe lf— 


I have been using cortisone for a skin 
condition for a few months. My mother 
worries because she says that cor­ 
tisone is dangerous. Can it be harmful? 
MissL. Y., R I. 
Dear Miss Y.: 
Many of my readers express concern 
about cortisone, which somehow 
produces a sense of fear in many for 
whom this is prescribed. Cortisone and 
the corticosteroids are remarkable 
substances which have opened avenues 
for the treatment of skin diseases and 
other disorders that previously were 
virtually untreatable. 
I believe it is generally accepted that 
these products virtually revolutionized 
the science of dermatology. 
Cortisone is never promiscuously 
prescribed. Neither is the length of 
time for which it is given casually 
determined. You can be certain that 
you doctor knows the range of safety of 
cortisone in your specific case. 
Your mother’s anxiety can only 
reflect on you and induce fears that you 
do not deserve. The psychological 
overtones so often associated with skin 
conditions may even interfere with the 
cure your doctor seeks. 


I have polyps of the cervix. If these 
are removed by operation, can it in­ 
terfere with the ability to become 
pregnant? I am anxious to have 
another child. 
Mrs. 0. G.,Md. 
Dear Mrs. G.: 
The cervic is the neck of the uterus, 
or womb. It is a firm muscular part of 
the womb that lies in the vaginal canal. 
Polyps are small grape-like tumors 
which 
are alm ost always 
non­ 
cancerous. These polyps may 
be 
caused by chronic infection or some 
form of irritation. 
The removal of polyps is a safe and 
painless procedure. Sometimes they 
can be removed by electro-coagulation 
in a doctor’s office. 
The procedure itself should not in­ 
terfere with pregnancy. The presence 
of polyps, however, and the causes that 
produce them may be the culprits that 
prevent conception.

Kings Island 
to em ploy 
1f500 youth 


KINGS MILLS — With summer jobs 
generally pretty scarce today, it is 
unusual when a company actively 
searches for summer employes. 
However, that’s what Kings Island is 
doing this month. 
“Our biggest commodity is our 
summer employes," says Jack Pobst, 
the park’s personnel director. He and 
his staff will be hiring 1,500 high school 
and college students. 
Pobst said summer employes at 
Kings Island are assigned to a variety 
of positions. They sell tickets, prepare 
and sell food, sell m erchandise, 
operate rides and assist guests as 
usherettes, parking lot hosts, in­ 
formation hostesses and security 
guards. 
“It’s an ideal situation for some 
high school students," Pobst said. “If a 
high school junior or senior gets a job 
at Kings Island, there’s a good chance 
he or she will have a job here 
throughout the college years." 
Although Kings Island is south­ 
western Ohio’s largest employer of 
student help in the summer, Pobst has 
noticed that some students will hesitate 
or not even interview for a position, 
thinking that all of the jobs have been 
filled. 
“On the contrary, we are inter­ 
viewing and hiring young people now 
and will be hiring throughout the 
summer," he said. “Just because the 
park opens in late April does not medn 
that we will not have openings in June, 
July, August or the post-season 
weekends. We will.” 
Kings Island is accepting only 
personally submitted applications and 
interviews at the park’s personnel 
offices from IO a.m. to 5 p.m., Monday 
through Friday, and IO a.m. to 2 p.m. 
on Saturday. Pobst said the pay scale 
for beginning employes, who must be 
at least 17 years old, is $1.70 an hour 
plus a bonus when a student has 
worked the entire season. Housing is 
not provided by the park for their 
employes. 
Located along 1-71 north of Cin­ 
cinnati, Kings Island attracted more 
than two million persons during ks 
inaugural season last year. The park 
opens for preview weekends on April 28 
and begins daily operation on May 26.

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Farmers face fertilizer shortage 
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Ducks w iith extra w in gs

NEW YORK (A P )*- For two cen­ 
turies the prototype American, free of 
spirit, 
blessed 
with 
abundance, 
believed there was no end to his 
resources, to his potential, to the 
means for satisfying his needs and 
dreams. 
Now he is faced with the possibility of 
having to do without — without lean red 
meat every day of the week, without 
the freedom to drive his car wherever 
he pleases because there isn t enough 
gasoline to go around 
He watched his country acknow ledge 
its military and political limitations 
and he sees the dollar, symbol of 
American productivity, embattled 
throughout the world. He shudders at 
his nation's inability to solve domestic 
problems. 
There are. he is finding, limitations. 
Forrest N. Shumway, president and 
chief executive officer of The Signal 
Companies, a giant petroleum products 
company, described in an interview 
with John Barbour of the Associated 
Press how it was before we recognized 
limitations: 
“The United States has been an 
energy waster since time immemorial. 
The philosophy of the people has been 
built on cheap energy. The utilities 
have spent their entire lives trying to 
sell more and more. 
“ I can remember when we built a 
building in downtown Los Angeles, we 
w»ere told by the utility. “Leave all the 
lights in the building on. It’s spec­ 
tacular. It’ll be good advertising for 
you. and it costs just about as little to 
ieave them on as it does to hire a guy to 
go around and shut them off.’ 
“ And this was like 
I960,'' said 
Shumway, a year in which many 
Americans first heard of “ The New 
Frontier.” the spirit of which was that 
problems existed merely to be over­ 
come. 
Now there is an energy crisis and the 
electric utilities are urging customers 
to save watts. Lumber producers are 
worried about shortages. The federal 
government says a money shortage 
forbids spending for worthy projects. 
Most other countries never believed 
that material progress was inevitable, 
but many Americans still do. Embued 
with the frontier spirit, they feel that 
the material benefits are yours if you 
work for them. 
Burkhard Strumpet of the Survey 
Research 
Center. 
University 
of 
Michigan, revealed recently the fin­ 
dings of a study of American workers 
and consumers: 
“ No less than 84 per cent of our 
sample of young heads of households 
(interviewed in Detroit and Baltimore 
in 1971) expect they will be better off a 
year from now.’’ 
Adds Strumpel: “ And if five years 
from now their standards of living were 
the same. 58 per cent would be outright 
dissatisfied.” 
And theres the conflict. George 
Katona, 
dean 
of 
consumer 
behaviorists, reminds us that “ not a 
few individuals, nor a thin upper class, 
but the majority of families now have 
discretionary purchasing power and 
constantly replace and enlarge their 
stock of consumer goods.” 


The American dream of material 
success has come true. More than ll 
million cars will be sold this year, and 
more than 2.5 million homes if you 
include mobile units. Recreation is big 
business. 
Savings 
accounts 
are 
bulging. 


“ What is known all over the world as 
the American standard of living does 
not consist of luxurious living by the 
wealthy,” Katona says in “ The Mass 
Consumption Society. 


“ What is new is the common man s 
sharing in the ways of living that in the 
past were reserved for the few. The 
common man’s ability to use some of 
his money for what he would like to 
have rather than for what he must have 
represents a revolutionary change.’ 


distributors of fertilizer in Ohio, said he 
is “ most concerned about the shortage 
of phosphate" 
Probasco said Landmark uses 
phosphate to mix with nitrogen and 
potash to produce a fertilizer blend. 
“ There are two main reasons for the 
shortage,” he said. “ For the past one 
and one-half years, we have had 
domestic price controls and no controls 
on export prices. 
"During this time, many phosphate 
companies have shipped their supplies 
overseas for a better price. 
“ Secondly, there is a very critical 
shortage of railcars, which are used to 
transport the phosphate from mines in 
Florida to Ohio.” 
The transportation situation, he said, 
“ isdoubly aggravated by the late grain 
harvests” which have tied up the 
railcars at a time when they are needed 
to transport the phosphate, 
Probasco said. “ You can’t ship those 


two things in one railcar at once.” 
Com farmers, he said, will need 
fertilizer in late April and early May 
just prior to planting. The critical time 
for soybean growers comes a short 
time later. 
The demand for fertilizer will be 
great this spring, he said, because the 
federal government has allowed 40 
million acres across the nation to be 
put back in production to help the food 
supply and lower food prices. 
As a result. Probasco said, more 
fertilizer will be needed by farmers. 
His advice for Ohio farmers is “ be 
sure your supply is dependable and get 
it early before the rush.” 
How critical the shortage becomes, 
ho said, "will depend on what kind of 
season we have. If we have about a 
month of perfect planting weather, 
then we are going to have a real de­ 
mand and that’s when farmers will feel 
the shortage the most.” 


LISBON, Ohio (AP) — The eight 
ducks whose extra wings cause reverse 
turbulence when they try to fly have 
birds experts flocking here for a look. 
Meanwhile, the men who care for 
them worry about the advent of good 
weather predators killed 19 of an 
original flock of 29. Not all had extra 
wings, however. 
The eight were hatched by two hens 
who, w ith their mates, adopted nearby 
Beaver Creek State Park as their home 
last summer. 
The extra wings—seven of the birds 
have four wings, the eighth has threes 
just at right angles to the bucks' bodies 
and appear to be off-angle extensions of 
their natural wings. 
Ornithologists 
from several states have visited the 
park but have had no explanation for 
the oddity. 
Park Manager Fred Steputis and an 
assistant. l.4>uis Cianni, gave the ducks 
a w inter home on the ground floor of an 


old and roomy barn. The ducks, they 
say, must be confined for their own 
protection since they can't fly. 
Steputis plans to build them an 
outdoor house “ where we can keep an 
eye on them, and heaven help the dog, 
cat owl or people that molest them.” 
But they are cozy enough now. Cianni 
installed a brick walled tub in the barn 
and set up a "shower” for them: a gar­ 
den hose hung from rafters above the 
tub and turned on several times a day. 
The ducks greet its splashing with 
excited quacks and a flat-footed stam­ 
pede. 
A sympathy farmer donated 400 
pounds of corn for upkeep of the six 
drakes and four hens, and Cianni 
provides frest straw daily.

UCLA opens title defense

Growing pains relieved 


The prestigious South Central Ohio League, which has been trying to 
flex its expansion muscles for about three years now, will add a new 
member, effective the 1974-75 season. 
The SCOL, probably the toughest league in the area between Cincinnati 
and Columbus, relieved its growing pains a couple of years ago by an­ 
nexing neighboring Madison Plains as the seventh member. 
However. Madison Plains recently decided to withdraw its m em ­ 
bership following the 1973-74 season because of internal problems and a 
decision by school officials that Madison Plains could not compete with 
the SCOL teams. 


AT THE SCOL’s winter banquet, the league’s Board of Control decided 
by a 5-1 vote to extend an invitation to Unioto High School in Ross County 
for membership in two years. 
The Union-Scioto Board of Education this week unanimously approved 
a motion to accept the SCOL’s invitation. 
Superintendent Ralph D. Brown said the board accepted the invitation 
by a 5-0 vote and also agreed to withdraw from the Scioto Valley Con­ 
ference, the league in which Unioto High School now competes.. 
Unioto, a Class A high school located just off U. S. 35 about two miles 
west of Chillicothe, is also a member in the Ross County League and its 
status in that loop rem ains in doubt due to probable scheduling conflicts. 
“We have been considering this for quite sometime. We have been on 
the verge of going into Class AA the past two years, and we decided if we 
were going to have to compete in Class AA tournaments, we better be 
competing in a Class AA league.” 
Unioto’s enrollment this year is 189 students in the upper three grades 
and it will become a Class AA school next year. Class A is assigned to 
schools on a figure from 0-189 and G ass AA isl 190-399. 
Only two m em bers of the SCOL — Miami Trace and Wilmington — are 
in the Class AAA branch. Washington C. H., Circleville, Greenfield, 
Hillsboro and Madison Plains are all G ass AA schools. 
“The coaches, booster club, student body and even the band director 
were in favor of the move,” Brown said. “ We just hope we’re not going to 
be a doorm at.” 


UNIOTO BECOMES the third member in two years to withdraw from 
the Scioto Valley Conference. East Ginton and Logan Elm will be exiting 
effective this season 
But even with the addition of Unioto, it has only partially satisfied the 
SCOL Board of Control’s wishes to increase the membership to eight 
team s, because of the Madison Plains withdrawal.

pride not pressure as it opens its quest 
for a seventh consecutive national title 
tonight. 
"I think Coach John W ooden’s 
thoughts will be simple,” Jucker said, 
noting UCLA plays Arizona State in the 
Western Regional tourney in Los Ange­ 
les tonight. 


"He’s proven how great he is,” 
Jucker said. "I doubt if he’s feeling any 
pressure. 
However, remembering the shot that 
reshaped his career, Jucker says the 
inevitable—a streak-ending defeat . . 
."is bound to happen to UCLA sooner or 
later. After all, they’re only hum an.” 


It was IO years ago this month that 
Cincinnati was on the verge of winning 
its third consecutive NCAA champion­ 
ship—an unmatched feat at that time. 


But a desperation shot at the buzzer 
by Les Hunter gave Chicago of Loyola 
the overtime win and the national title. 
With it went Jucker’s dreams. 
"I definitely feel we would have 
cornered the m arket like UCLA has 
now ,” 
Jucker said Tuesday 
by 


telephone from Winter Park, Fla. 
where he is head basketball coach and 
director of 
physical 
education 
at 
Rollins College. 
The 51-year-old Cincinnati native 
says he saw the handwriting on the 
ball: UCLA was heir apparent. 
"I thought then they would keep 
coming,” he said. "They knew what 
they were doing. 
"We beat them by two points in the 
1962 semifinals. I remember being 
impressed with their style. You could 
tell they were well-disciplined and 
well-coached,” he said. 
Jucker, who later served two years 
as head coach of the NBA Cincinnati 
Royals, had seasons of 27-3, 29-2, 28-2 
when the Bearcats were national 
powers in the early 1960’s. 
"I’ve mellowed since then. And I 


think I’m a better coach now,” he says. 
Rollins College finished with a 13-11 
record this season, Jucker’s first at the 
school. 
Tucker feels that had it not been for a 
loss to Wichita State, Cincinnati "could 
have had a victory streak equal to any­ 
one’s. We won 27 straight before that 
loss and 37 in a row after that.” 
UCLA takes a 
2,Vyear-old win 
streak of 71 into tonight’s game on its 
home floor. 
Jucker says the team that beats 
UCLA will have to play "super­ 
human.” 
With UCLA recruiting reaping the 
rewards of the prestigious exposure, 
Jucker sees the dominance continuing 
even after Wooden leaves the job. 
“They have the winning tradition,” 
he said.

coaid be ruined by cold 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)—Unusually 
warm tem peratures this month are 
causing Ohio’s peach trees to bloom 
early, and growers are fearful that the 
crop will be destroyed if the mercury 
should plunge. 
“ I hate to be pessimistic, but I 
wouldn’t give a plugged nickel for the 
chances of a good peach crop,’’ said 
John Richards of Richards Brothers 
Fruit Farm in ea.stern Jackson County. 
Ohio grows between $1 million and 
$1.5 million in peaches most years. 
If the tem perature drops to 28 or 27 
degrees in the next few weeks, the crop 
would suffer heavy dam age, 
or 
perhaps would be destroyed, according 
lo Jack Rollins, chief of horticulture at 
Ohio Stale University. 
“This is the earliest season on record 
for bud development,’’ Rollins said. 
“We’re about a month ahead” 
Apple trees also are showing that 
quarter-inch of green leaves about 30 
days ahead of the fragile bloom, bul 
they could take tem peratures down to 
the low 20s and still turn out a fair crop, 
Rollins said. 
Commercially, apples represent $10 
million to $12 million in Ohio. 
C herries, which face the sam e 
dangers as peaches, aren ’t a com­ 
mercial factor in Ohio.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The Ohio 
House has voted to authorize use of 
multi-year auto license plates in a 
heated floor session at which m ajority 
Democrats 
were accused 
of 
“ en­ 
dorsing’’ political kickbacks. 
The charge came Wednesday from 
Rep. Charles E. Fry, R-75 Springfield, 
who offered an ill-fated am endm ent 
which would have outlawed a practice 
of deputy registrars making political 
contributions in return for their ap­ 
pointments. 
He said the refusal of Dem ocrats to 
accept his amendment amounted to 
“an endorsem ent’’ of such kickbacks 
which he said “smack of political bos­ 
sism .’’ F ry ’s amendment was ruled out 
of order by Speaker A.G. Lancione, D- 
99 Bellaire, who said it was “ not ger­ 
m ane’’ to the subject being discussed. 


Lancione said he had been “ very 
liberal in allowing the m em ber to at­ 
tack the chair,’’ but conceded Fry had 
a right to protest. “But that’s the only 
right he had,’’ Lancione added. 
Lancione’s ruling was upheld by a 54- 
34 party line vote. 


The debate came on a bill by Rep. 
Jam es P. Celebrezze, D-4 Cleveland, 
which would authorize the Bureau of 
Motor Vehicles, beginning in 1975, to is­ 
sue license plates good for an indefinite 
number of years, provided they are 
updated each year with validation 
stickers which would sell for the sam e 
price as the steel tags. 


The m easure further provides that 
the Motor Vehicles Advisory Com­ 
mission, created by the governor two 
years ago, be made a statutory agency 
to incliKie six members of the legis­ 
lature 
and

by

governor. It also sets up a staggered 
registration period for buying the 
plates and after that the stickers. 
Renewals would come due in the 
months of March, April and May. 


Celebrezze said testimony heard on 
the bill in committee indicated the 
license plates probably could be used 
for four or five years before being re­ 
placed. U nder the m easu re, the 
director of highway safety would be 
authorized to set the number of years. 
The House voted down an am endm ent 
which would have made it four years. 


The bill now goes to the Senate. 
In other developments Wednesday, 
the House State Government Com­ 
m ittee voted 15-8 to recom m end 
adoption of the women’s equal rights 
amendm ent to the U.S. Constitution. 
That action sent the proposal to the 
House Rules Committee which is ex­ 
pected to schedule it for a floor vote 
next week.

CLARK AIR BASE, Philippines (AP) 
— Two U.S. military pilots, the last

China, arrived at Clark Air Base today 
and joined 108 other POWS awaiting 
flights home. They appeared in good 
shape. 
Air Force Maj. Philip E. Smith, 38, of 
Roodhouse, 111., and Ll. Cmdr. Robert 
J. P'lynn, 35, of Colorado Springs, Colo., 
were flown from Hong Kong where 
they crossed the British - Chinese 
border several hours earlier. 
Both were shot down while flying in 
the Vietnam War— Smith on Sept. 20, 
1965, when he strayed over China’s 
Hainan Island, and Flynn on Aug. 21, 
1967, when a North Vietnamese MIG 
attacked him near the Chinese border.

American fliers and one civilian on 
Wednesday, and the Viet Cong are to 
turn over 27 m ilitary men and five 
civilians Friday in Hanoi. 
That will leave 146 American POWS 
still in Communist hands, including 
seven servicemen and two civilians in 
Laos.

Probe of pesticide control 


The bold front put up by California 
authorities when contamination of 
lettuce by a pesticide called Monitor 
4 first came to light has crumbled 
under later developm ents. The 
federal Environmental Protection 
Agency’s ban on use of this pesticide 
on lettuce is the latest and most 
conclusive evidence that state of­ 
ficials had sought 
to 
unduly 
minimize the seriousness of the 
situation. 
Their concern lest California 
lettuce be given a bad name across 
the nation is doubtless natural. This 
attitude should long since have given 
way, however, to the far more im­ 


portant concern that lettuce con­ 
taining excessive residues of this 
pesticide be held off the market or 
called back. 
The EPA's action demonstrates 


that this federal agency is not 
satisfied with what has been done 
thus far. On the basis of tests the 


EPA concludes that “it would be 
impossible 
to 
guarantee 
that 
tolerances would be m et’’ were 
continued use of the pesticide on 
lettuce permitted. The agency also 
imposed tougher regulations as to 
broccoli, requiring that henceforth 
growers must wait 21 rather than 14 


days 
before 
harvesting 
this 
vegetable after Monitor 4 ap­ 
plication. 
The situation seems to be in hand 
now as these orders take effect. The 
basic problem remains. As the 
episode 
earlier 
this year 
in 
California shows, the 
present 
system of assuring that pesticide- 


contaminated vegetables are not 
sold to consumers is inadequate. 
That conclusion must be drawn 
from the fact that, according to the 
Food and 
Drug 
Administration, 
excessive Monitor 4 residues - six 
times 
the federal 
government’s 
tolerance level, in one instance - 
were found on 10,000 cases of lettuce 
distributed nationwide. 
Cesar Chavez, head of the United 
Farm Workers, first brought the 
affair to national attention and now 
is calling for an investigation which 
would cover not merely the use of 
Monitor 4 but the efficacy of state 
and federal regulatory programs. 
Sen. Alan Cranston of California has 
joined Chavez in this. Such an in­ 
vestigation ought to be conducted 
with regard to regulatory practices 
not only in California but throughout 
the country.

Federal Government for leadership of 
a patronizing attitude toward state and 
local governments. We are apparently 
just a bunch of eliti st snobs who fail to 
appreciate the virtue incarnate in the 
city councils, state legislatures, town 
meetings, and other, units of non- 
Federal jurisdiction. 
He is absolutely right on one ac­ 
count: we profoundly distrust state and 
local governments, but not because we 
are patronizing snobs. On the contrary, 
we are political realists and, I submit, 
the majority of the American people 
shares our skepticism. It is good dirty 
fun for Mr. Nixon to riducule Federal 
bureaucrats peering over their pencils 
(and I might add that winning the 
election conferred on the President the 
right to give liberals the leather; 
politics is a body-contact sport), but on 
the practical level is he prepared to 
argue that state and local bureau­ 
cracies are more honest, more 
dedicated, more talented at peering 
over pencils than their Federal 
counterpart? He knows as well as I do 
that in most states civil service is a 
joke. 
To say this is not to deny that the 
Federal bureaucracy has its failings. It 
is cumbersome, oversized, and often 
underworked. (There is what I call the 
Aid to Dependent Colonels welfare 
program at the Pentagon which could 
provide some fat for Secretary 
R ichardson’s budgetary surgeons.) 
But by and large Federal bureaucrats 
do not STEAL. A cynical friend once 
suggested that this virtue is founded on 
lack of imagination, but there it is. In 
contrast, has anyone been keeping 
track of grand jury activities in New 
Jersey? 
Similarly, if political virtue resides 
at the bottom of the pyramid, why does 
every talented politician make tracks 
for Washington? To this Mr. Nixon can 
reply that the habits of a lifetime can 
be changed, but to take one example — 
nobody should hold his breath waiting 
for Elliott Richardson to come home 
and run for Mayor of Boston. 


FINALLY, just take the average 
American’s sense of governmental 
priorities. Do a poll: ask him (or her) 
to name I) his city councilman; 2) his 
state representative; 
)3 his state 
senator; 4) his U. S. Congressman; and 
5) his U. S. Senators. I won’t waste 
space predicting the results, except to 
note that in terms of “participatory 
democracy” far more Americans cast 
their votes in national elections than in 
state and local when the latter are held 
in off years. And when national and 
state officials are on the same ballot, 
there is generally a remarkable fall-off 
from the top of the ticket — President, 
Senator, Representative — to the state 
and local contests below. 


In short, the most representative 
government in the United States is the 
national government. This is not 
liberal whimsy, but based on hard 
electoral data. Beyond that and this is 
speculation with a liberal bias — I 
submit the national government is 
probably the most honest and efficient 
government in the nation. If this is 
patronizing elitism, make the most of 
it.

This deal occurred in a match bet­ 
ween Great Britain and France during 
the European championship. South 
was the British star, Harold Franklin. 
West cashed the A-K of clubs and 
shifted to a low diamond. East won 
with the ace and returned a diamond to 
declarer’s king. 
Franklin then led a low spade to the

queen, East taking the king and 
playing a third diamond. South won 
and didn’t bother to take the heart 
finesse. He led the ace, caught the king, 
and so made three scintillating hearts. 
Franklin reasoned that East would 
have bid two notrump, not three clubs, 
had he held the king of hearts as well as 
the ace of diamonds and king of spades. 
Since it followed from this that West 
had the king, no good could come from 
a heart finesse — and the only hope 
therefore was that West’s king was 
unguarded. 
As the result indicated, Franklin 
couldn’t have been more right. East, 
however, pinned the blame on his 
partner for allowing South to make the 
hand. 
When the spade was led by declarer, 
West had played the six. East con­ 
tended that, had West played the nine 
— starting a high-low to show a 
doubleton — he would have permitted 
the queen to win the trick. 
Declarer would then no doubt have 
assumed that West had the king, and 
might thus have concluded that East 
had the king of hearts. In that case 
South would presumably have taken a 
heart finesse, lost to the king, and later 
lost a spade trick to go down one. 
All of which may be somehwat 
metaphysical — though we do think 
East’s argument was sound. The hand

Cortisone Is Safe lf— 


I have been using cortisone for a skin 
condition for a few months. My mother 
worries because she says that cor­ 
tisone is dangerous. Can it be harmful? 
MissL. Y .,R .I. 
Dear Miss Y.: 
Many of my readers express concern 
about cortisone, which somehow 
produces a sense of fear in many for 
whom this is prescribed. Cortisone and 
the corticosteroids are remarkable 
substances which have opened avenues 
for the treatment of skin diseases and 
other disorders that previously were 
virtually untreatable. 
I believe it is generally accepted that 
these products virtually revolutionized 
the science of dermatology. 
Cortisone is never promiscuously 
prescribed. Neither is the length of 
time for which it is given casually 
determined. You can be certain that 
you doctor knows the range of safety of 
cortisone in your specific case. 
Your mother’s anxiety can only 
reflect on you and induce fears that you 
do not deserve. The psychological 
overtones so often associated with skin 
conditions may even interfere with the 
cure your doctor seeks. 


I have polyps of the cervix. If these 
are removed by operation, can it in­ 
terfere with the ability to become 
pregnant? I am anxious to have 
another child. 
Mrs. 0. G.,Md. 
Dear Mrs. G.: 
The cervic is the neck of the uterus, 
or womb. It is a firm muscular part of 
the womb that lies in the vaginal canal. 
Polyps are small grape-like tumors 
which 
are almost always non­ 
cancerous. These polyps may be 
caused by chronic infection or some 
form of irritation. 
The removal of polyps is a safe and 
painless procedure. Sometimes they 
can be removed by electro-coagulation 
in a doctor’s office. 
The procedure itself should not in­ 
terfere with pregnancy. The presence 
of polyps, however, and the causes that 
produce them may be the culprits that 
prevent conception.

1,500 youth 


KINGS MILLS — With summer jobs 
generally pretty scarce today, it is 
unusual when a company actively 
searches for summer employes. 
However, that’s what Kings Island is 
doing this month. 
“Our biggest commodity is our 
summer employes," says Jack Pobst, 
the park’s personnel director. He and 
his staff will be hiring 1,500 high school 
and college students. 
Pobst said summer employes at 
Kings Island are assigned to a variety 
of positions. They sell tickets, prepare 
and sell food, sell merchandise, 
operate rides and assist guests as 
usherettes, parking lot hosts, in­ 
formation hostesses and security 
guards. 
“ It’s an ideal situation for soihe 
high school students," Pobst said. “ If a 
high school junior or senior gets a job 
at Kings Island, there’s a good chance 
he or she will have a job here 
throughout the college years." 
Although Kings Island is south­ 
western Ohio’s largest employer of 
student help in the summer, Pobst has 
noticed that some students will hesitate 
or not even interview for a position, 
thinking that all of the jobs have been 
filled. 
“ On the contrary, we are inter­ 
viewing and hiring young people now 
and will be hiring throughout the 
summer," he said. “Just because the 
park opens in late April does not mein 
that we will not have openings in June, 
July, August or the post-season 
weekends. We will." 
Kings Island is accepting only 
personally submitted applications and 
interviews at the park’s personnel 
offices from IO a.m. to 5 p.m., Monday 
through Friday, and IO a.m. to 2 p.m. 
on Saturday. Pobst said the pay scale 
for beginning employes, who must be 
at least 17 years old, is $1.70 an hopr 
plus a bonus when a student has 
worked the entire season. Housing is 
not provided by the park for their 
employes. 
Located along 1-71 north of Cin­ 
cinnati, Kings Island attracted more 
than two million persons during ks 
inaugural season last year. The park 
opens for preview weekends on April 28 
and begins daily operation on May 26.

Farmers face fertilizer shortage

N EW YO R K (A P ) — For two cen­ 
turies the prototype American, free of 
spirit, 
blessed 
with 
abundance, 
believed there was no end to his 
resources, to his potential, to the 
means for satisfying his needs and 
dreams. 
Now he is faced with the possibility of 
having to do without — without lean red 
meat every day of the week, without 
the freedom to drive his car wherever 
he pleases because there isn’t enough 
gasoline to go around. 
He watched his country acknowledge 
its military and political limitations 
and he sees the dollar, symbol of 
Am erican productivity, embattled 
throughout the world. He shudders at 
his nation’s inability to solve domestic 
problems. 
There are, he is finding, limitations. 
Forrest N. Shumway, president and 
chief executive officer of The Signal 
Companies, a giant petroleum products 
company, described in an interview 
with John Barbour of the Associated 
Press how it was before we recognized 
limitations: 
“ The United States has been an 
energy waster since time immemorial. 
The philosophy of the people has been 
built on cheap energy. The utilities 
have spent their entire lives trying to 
sell more and more. 
“ I can remember when we built a 
building in downtown Los Angeles, we 
were told by the utility, ‘Leave all the 
lights in the building on. It’s spec­ 
tacular. It’ll be good advertising for 
you. and it costs just about as little to 
leave them on as it does to hire a guy to 
go around and shut them off.’ 
“ And this was 
like 
1960,” 
said 
Shumway, a year in which many 
Americans first heard of “ The New’ 
Frontier,” the spirit of which was that 
problems existed merely to be over­ 
come. 
Now there is an energy crisis and the 
electric utilities are urging customers 
to save watts. Lumber producers are 
worried about shortages. The federal 
government says a money shortage 
forbids spending for worthy projects. 
Most other countries never believed 
that material progress was inevitable, 
but many Americans still do. Embued 
with the frontier spirit, they feel that 
the material benefits are yours if you 
work for them. 
Burkhard Strumpel of the Survey 
Research 
Center. 
U n iversity 
of 
Michigan, revealed recently the fin­ 
dings of a study of American workers 
and consumers: 
“ No less than 84 per cent of our 
sample of young heads of households 
‘interviewed in Detroit and Baltimore 
in 1971) expect they will be better off a 
year from now.” 
Adds Strumpel: “ And if five years 
from now their standards of living were 
the same, 58 per cent would be outright 
dissatisfied.” 
And there’s the conflict. George 
Katona, 
dean 
of 
consumer 
behaviorists, reminds us that “ not a 
few individuals, nor a thin upper class, 
but the majority of families now have 
discretionary purchasing power and 
constantly replace and enlarge their 
stock of consumer goods.” 


The American dream of material 
success has come true. More than ll 
million cars will be sold this year, and 
more than 2.5 million homes if you 
include mobile units. Recreation is big 
business. 
Savings 
accounts 
are 
bulging. 


“ What is known all over the world as 
the American standard of living does 
not consist of luxurious living by the 
wealthy,” Katona says in “ The Mass 
Consumption Society.” 


“ What is new is the common man’s 
sharing in the ways of living that in the 
past were reserved for the few. The 
common man’s ability to use some of 
his money for what he would like to 
have rather than for what he must have 
represents a revolutionary change.’’

distributors of fertilizer in Ohio, said he 
is “ most concerned about the shortage 
of phosphate.” 
Probasco said 
Landm ark 
uses 
phosphate to mix with nitrogen and 
potash to produce a fertilizer blend. 
“ There are two main reasons for the 
shortage,” he said. “ For the past one 
and one-half years, we 
have had 
domestic price controls and no controls 
on export prices. 
“ During this time, many phosphate 
companies have shipped their supplies 
overseas for a better price. 
“ Secondly, there is a very critical 
shortage of railcars, which are used to 
transport the phosphate from mines in 
Florida to Ohio.” 
The transportation situation, he said, 
“ is doubly aggravated by the late grain 
harvests” which have tied up the 
railcars at a time when they are needed 
to transport the phosphate. 
Probasco said, “ You can’t ship those 


two things in one railcar at once.” 
Corn farmers, he said, will need 
fertilizer in late April and early May 
just prior to planting. The critical time 
for soybean growers comes a short 
time later. 
The demand for fertilizer will be 
great this spring, he said, because the 
federal government has allowed 40 
million acres across the nation to be 
put back in production to help the food 
supply and lower food prices. 
As a result, Probasco said, more 
fertilizer will be needed by farmers. 
His advice for Ohio farmers is “ be 
sure your supply is dependable and get 
it early before the rush.” 
How' critical the shortage becomes, 
he said, “ will depend on what kind of 
season we have. If we have about a 
month of perfect planting weather, 
then we are going to have a real de­ 
mand and that’s when farmers will feel 
the shortage the most.” 


LISBON, Ohio (AP) — The eight 
ducks whose extra wings cause reverse 
turbulence when they try to fly have 
birds experts flocking here for a look. 
Meanwhile, the men who care for 
them worry about the advent of good 
weather—predators killed 19 of an 
original flock of 29. Not all had extra 
wings, however. 
The eight were hatched by two hens 
who, with their mates, adopted nearby 
Beaver Creek State Park as their home 
last summer. 
The extra wings—seven of the birds 
have four wings, the eighth has three— 
just at right angles to the bucks’ bodies 
and appear to be off-angle extensions of 
their natural 
wings. 
Ornithologists 
from several states have visited the 
park but have had no explanation for 
the oddi5y. 
Park Manager Fred Steputis and an 
assistant, Louis Cianni, gave the ducks 
a winter home on the ground floor of an 


old and roomy barn. The ducks, they 
say, must be confined for their own 
protection since they can’t fly. 
Steputis plans to build them an 
outdoor house “ where we can keep an 
eye on them, and heaven help the dog, 
cat owl or people that molest them.” 
But they are cozy enough now. Cianni 
installed a brickwalled tub in the barn 
and set up a “ shower” for them: a gar­ 
den hose hung from rafters above the 
tub and turned on several times a day. 
The ducks greet its splashing with 
excited quacks and a flat-footed stam­ 
pede. 
A sympathic farmer donated 400 
pounds of corn for upkeep of the six 
drakes and four hens, and Cianni 
provides frest straw daily.

Growing pains relieved 


The prestigious South Central Ohio League, which has been trying to 
flex its expansion muscles for about three years now, will add a new 
member, effective the 1974-75 season. 
The SCOL, probably the toughest league in the area between Cincinnati 
and Columbus, relieved its growing pains a couple of years ago by an­ 
nexing neighboring Madison Plains as the seventh member. 
However, Madison Plains recently decided to withdraw its m em ­ 
bership following the 1973-74 season because of internal problems and a 
decision by school officials that Madison Plains could not compete with 
the SCOL team s. 


AT THE SCOL’s winter banquet, the league’s Board of Control decided 
by a 5-1 vote to extend an invitation to Unioto High School in Ross County 
for m em bership in two years. 
The Union-Scioto Board of Education this week unanimously approved 
a motion to accept the SCOL’s invitation. 
Superintendent Ralph D. Brown said the board accepted the invitation 
by a 5-0 vote and also agreed to withdraw from the Scioto Valley Con­ 
ference, the league in which Unioto High School now competes.. 
Unioto, a Class A high school located just off U. S. 35 about two miles 
west of Chillicothe, is also a m ember in the Ross County League and its 
status in that loop rem ains in doubt due to probable scheduling conflicts. 
“We have been considering this for quite sometime. We have been on 
the verge of going into Class AA the past two years, and we decided if we 
were going to have to compete in Class AA tournaments, we better be 
competing in a Class AA league.’’ 
Unioto’s enrollment this year is 189 students in the upper three grades 
and it will become a Class AA school next year. Class A is assigned to 
schools on a figure from 0-189 and Class AA isl 190-399. 
Only two m em bers of the SCOL — Miami Trace and Wilmington — are 
in the Class AAA branch. Washington C. H., Circleville, Greenfield, 
Hillsboro and Madison Plains are all G ass AA schools. 
“The coaches, booster club, student body and even the band director 
were in favor of the move,” Brown said. “ We just hope we’re not going to 
be a doorm at.”

“We beat them by two points in the 
1962 semifinals. I rem em ber being 
im pressed with their style. You could 
tell they were well-disciplined and 
well-coached,” he said. 
Jucker, who later served two years 
as head coach of the NBA Cincinnati 
Royals, had seasons of 27-3, 29-2, 28-2 
when the Bearcats were national 
powers in the early 1960’s. 
“ I’ve mellowed since then. And I 


think I’m a better coach now,” he says. 
Rollins College finished with a 13-11 
record this season, Jucker’s first at the 
school. 
Tucker feels that had it not been for a 
loss to Wichita State, Cincinnati “could 
have had a victory streak equal to any­ 
one’s.

New fees proposed for Ohio state parks 


Adjustments of fees charged for the 
use of some Ohio state park special 
facilities are being considered by the 
Department of Natural Resources. An 
increase in boat dock rentals 
is 
proposed to reduce the amount tax­ 
payers subsidize these facilities by 
bringing the fees more closely in line 
with dock costs. 
Jack M iller, chief of the depart­ 
ment’s division of parks and recre­ 
ation, said the proposed fee changes 
and some minor park rule changes w ill 
be the subject of a public heiaring April 
4at 9:30 a.m. in Hearing Room No. 2 of 
the Ohio Departments Building, 65 S. 
Front St., Columbus. 
Being con;5idered, in addition to the 
boat dock rental increase, are an in­ 


crease in the fees charged at the more 
deluxe camping areas in state parks, 
as well as both reductions and in­ 
creases in green fees at state park golf 
courses. 
At the same time. Natural Resources 
Director W illiam B. Nye said the state 
is forced by contracts signed with Ohio 
Inns., Inc., by the previous state ad­ 
ministration to increase room rates at 
the four state park lodges operated by 
Ohio Inns by $1 a night. The lodges are 
in Hueston Woods, Salt Fork, Pun- 
derson and Burr Oak state parks. 
Nye said that under the previous 
adm inistration’s contracts Ohio Inns 
also had a right to increase cabin 
rental charges at the four parks where 
it operates the lodges.

“ Through our negotiations, the 
company has voluntarily agreed to 
waive its right to cabin fee increases,’’ 
Nye said. He added that rates at the 
recently opened Shawnee State Lodge 
in Portsmouth State Park, which is 
operated by Natural Resources per­ 
sonnel, w ill remain unchanged. 
M iller said the principal fee increase 
that w ill be considered at the public 
hearing is for rental of the 3,878 state- 
owned boat docks, which presently rent 
for $40 a year. The proposed new rates 
are $42 a year for boats 14 feet or less in 
length $4.50 per additional foot of 
length through 18 feet and $6.50 for 
each foot over 18 feet. 


“ OUR COST STU D IES show that the 
$40 annual fee comes nowhere near 
covering the costs of building and 
operating the boat docks,’’ M iller said. 
“ It also is far below the fees charged 
by private marinas for docks of 
comparable quality, which rent for 
$100 to $150 a year, usually at a rate 
based on the length of the boat.’’ 
The cost study showed each state- 
owned boat dock costs the state $121.35 
a year, including $103 for amortization 
of construction costs and $18.35 for 
operating and m aintenance costs. 
M iller said. 
“ I would much prefer to build boat 
launching ramps, which can serve 
hundreds of boaters daily, and at less 
than one-sixth the cost per user, rather 
than continuing to have the taxpayer 
subsidize more boat dock users. There 
are nearly 330,000 boats in Ohio and 
only 3,878 state-owned docks, which 
means that in any year fewer than two

He said a graduated dock rental fee 
would be fairer to the small boat 
owners, who are the majority of 
owners, and would justify the ad­ 
ditional costs of providing sufficiently 
wide dock spaces for the longer and 
wider boats.

doctors. 
Jones, editor and publisher of the 
Tulsa Tribune, said he does not support 
proposals that would give reporters the 
right to shield their news sources in all 
matters. 
He said reporters do not deserve the 
same legal rights afforded a priest and 
his parishioner, a doctor and his 
patient and a lawyer and his client. 
However, he said he supports a 
limited news shield that would require 
reporters to divulge their sources in 
criminal matters, but would prevent 
“ badgering” 
by politicians and 
government officials in noncriminal 
affairs.
